If it could be of any 
service to you to go over transcripts or galleys earlier, I would find the time. 

In tire long run, with what can yet be expected to emerge about the fact and the 
?Bl/ Gray record, I think the vo£e I would expect of you will be batter than the lesser 
evil. I think by the time of the next election, it will b© a plus.
